The Sixty-Second Annual Race for the Maryland Hunt Cup and the Sixth 
Race for the Challenge Bowl presented by The Committee of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Association will be run on Saturday, April 26, 1958, at 4 P. M., under sanction 
to the Hunts Committee of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association. 
Weights: 4-year-olds, 150 pounds; 5-year-olds, 160 pounds; 6-year-olds and up 
wards, 165 pounds. No sex or half-bred allowance; no allowance for riders, and 
no other allowance.* Owners, riders and horses acceptable to the Committee. e 
race is run over the estates of Mr. and Mrs. Gary Black and Mr. and Mrs. Dame 
Brewster, Worthington Valley. Entrance Fee $10.00. Distance four miles. 

The Challenge Bowl will be held by the owner of the winning horse each 
year and will become the permanent possession of the owner winning the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup three times, not necessarily with the same horse nor by successive 
wins. 

* In determining whether a rider is acceptable to the committee the following general qualifica- 
tions will apply— 

1. Riders holding amateur licenses from the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
and those eligible for the same. 

2. Members of recognized hunts not holding amateur licenses of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, whose avocation is fox hunting for pleasure and w o, a 

they may derive their livelihood from horse activities, do not accept pay or 
races. These may be permitted to ride, but it is to be understood in goo ai , 
rider shall be paid either directly or indirectly for riding in the Hunt Cup.

The Maryland Horse 
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Profits For Maryland-Breds 

The announcement of the inauguration 'of 
the Maryand Derby, to be run at Laurel on 
May 3, points up a $15,000 reason why breed¬ 
's should have their mares in Maryland at 
foaling time. 

The new race fits in well with a program 
for Maryland-breds being developed by Presi¬ 
dent John P. Pons of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association in cooperation with the 
tr acks of the State. Entries close April 15; the 
fee is $25, plus $100 to start. 

Up to this year, the only stakes limited to 
st ate-foaled Thoroughbreds were the Bowie 
Breeders’ Stakes, the Maryland Futurity and 
the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes. 

Hopes are for a rather drastic revision of 
the agenda. With the Bowie meeting being 
held so early in the year, it is not entirely 
Practical to stage a two-year-old stakes during 
the session, so the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes is 
to be abandoned in favor of an event for 
horses a year older. This test will carry a 
^ 10,000 purse and will be at either six or seven 

furlongs. 

The Maryland Futurity, for horses conceived 
a nd foaled in the state, and the Pimlico 
Breeders’ Stakes, for horses foaled in Maryland, 
^ill remain the two-year-old home-bred fixtures. 

In addition to these races, it is hoped that 
Pimlico will agree to put on a handicap for 
Maryland-breds, three years old and upward. 
This race would be staged in the fall. 

This will put the list of stakes exclusively 
for Maryland-foaled Thoroughbreds at five. 

It should be remembered, also, that breeders’ 
awards go to those whose Maryland-bred 
runners win "open” races in the State. 

Film Available 

The motion picture "The Maryland Horse 
is available for use by clubs, schools and social 
groups. 

The picture, made several years ago, still 
bolds its popularity and has been used many 
times in recent months. Numerous letters of 
appreciation have been received by the As¬ 
sociation. 

Greentree Keeps Trying 

The famous Greentree Stable, owned by U. S. 
Ambassador to England John Hay Whitney and 
his sister, Mrs. Charles S. Payson, has started a 
record 19 horses in runnings of the $100,000 
Preakness at Pimlico. Only Capot in 1949 won 
the race for the stable.

SNOW FOOLIN’: Back around the first of 
February, Bowie officials affirmed their faith 
in the future. Disregarding the downswing in 
business at Florida tracks (Santa Anita was 
u p) and the recurring pangs of economic re¬ 
cession, the forecast was for a successful meet¬ 
ing. In afterthought, a track spokesman added, 
almost in disbelief, 'The only thing that can 
hurt us is the weather.” In the light of which 
has transpired since, this latter observation 
qualifies as the understatement of the year. 

After the record snows had dumped some¬ 
thing in the neighborhood of two feet of 
snow on Bowie, track president Donald Lillis 
answered the I-told-you-sos by saying, It took 
a twenty-to-one shot to beat us.” He was re¬ 
ferring, of course, to the unusually severe 
winter. 

Depending on where you measure your 
snowfall, the Maryland winter of 1957-58 was 
the worst in 16 years—or since the turn of 
the century. A total of 41.6 inches of snow— 
as measured by the municipal weather bureau 
--fell on Baltimore between December 21 and 
March 20. At Friendship International Airport, 
which is closer to Bowie, a measurement of 
48.5 inches of snow was recorded. 

Previous snowfall highs in Baltimore City 
since 1900 were the 44.4 inches in 1921-22 and 
the 47.9 inches of 1933-34. 

Bowie opened the northern racing season 
on February 8, the earliest inaugural in history. 
A week later, on Saturday, February 15, a 
severe storm hit, leaving 17 inches of snow on 
the course. Thousands were marooned at the 
track. Emergency trains from the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad transported hundreds to Balti¬ 
more, but hundreds more were forced to spend 
the night at the track. Five days of racing 
were lost to the blizzard. Racing was resumed,

but came the thaw and two more programs 
were lost on February 20 and 21. 

Once more racing was resumed, only to be 
interrupted on March 20 and 21 when from 
ten to 12 inches of snow fell on the beleaguered 
course. Unlike the February blizzard, the March 
storm brought heavy, water-laden snow which 
played havoc with telephone and power lines 
all along the Mid-Atlantic Coast. The loss of 
power at Bowie knocked out the totalizator. 
Telephone service was one-way. 

The March 20 storm brought to nine the 
number of cancellations at Bowie. A revised 
schedule of dates prior to Bowie’s opening pro¬ 
vided for three postponements through the 
43-day period. Six of the lost programs prob¬ 
ably will be made up next year. 

Four open dates are available between the 
close of the half-mile season at Marlboro on 
October 25 and the opening of Laurel on Oc¬ 
tober 31. Pimlico, which has five days to make 
up for the same number of programs lost last 
December to the elements, is not receptive to 
the Commission’s plan to have the Maryland 
Jockey Club utilize that period for a recovery 
of its lost programs. Pimlico’s reluctance stems 
from its aversion to opposing New Jersey 
racing, which, of course, is the reason Maryland 
tracks stage their meetings in December, Febru¬ 
ary and March. 

Despite the woe that the "five-year dates 
plan” brought this year and last fall, Donald 
Lillis professes to be perfectly satisfied with 
the present arrangement if Laurel and Pimlico 
co-operate by keeping their tracks open to 

training. , , 

Said Lillis: "With our stable facilities taxed 
to capacity and with full racing programs de¬ 
spite the unnatural weather conditions, I 
haven’t a doubt of continued success of Febru¬ 
ary and March racing in Maryland. 

Thus it appears that the Bowie president 
hopes to continue with February and March 
dates for the next three years. It will be the 
Racing Commission which decides whether 
Bowie will operate at the same time next year. 
It could be that the Commission will decide 
that February racing and its attendant hardships 
are not in the best interest of Maryland racing.

FIRST STAKES AT SIX: The weather was 
cloudy and the track heavy but Bowie's March 
1 program went off as scheduled. Two earlier 
stakes, the George Washington and Burch 
Memorial were storm casualties, but the 
Southern Maryland Handicap survived. Ten 
horses went postward in this $20,000-added 
seven-furlong spin and the winner turned out 
to be a refugee from Florida racing, Flying 
Chief. 

Joseph J. Ruffalo, of Colts Neck, N. J., 
claimed the Southern Maryland Handicap 
winner for $10,000 on March 3, 1956 and, 
in the Ruffalo colors, the six-year-old gelded 
son of Chief Barker-Peridot, by Balladier, has 
done his best racing. 

The gelding started off the season by running 
second to New Holland in a six-furlong allow¬ 
ance race at Tropical Park, which served to 
bring him up to the Royal Poinciana Handi-

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cap at Hialeah. Sluggish early, he found his best 
stride in the stretch and finished a fast-closing 
fourth to Encore, Iron Liege and Sonny Dan. 
He was beaten a length and a quarter for first 
money. 

In his next start, the Palm Beach, also at 
Hialeah, he again hooked up with Brook- 
meade’s Encore but fared less well, finishing 
sixth without threatening. In three later starts 
at Hialeah, one under a $35,000 tag, Flying 
Chief was unable to find the winner’s circle. 
It was then that Trainer W. J. Sacco brought 
him to Bowie. 

In the Southern Maryland, Sand Boy headed 
Flying Chief briefly at the start but the Texaco 
horse quickly displaced the Parker gelding, 
and, racing in the middle of the track where 
the going was relatively firm, dashed to a three- 
length win. Eugene Monacelli was aboard the 
winner. 

Mr. Turf, a tough old Sun Again horse which 
at the age of nine still can outfoot many of 
his juniors, was second, a head to the fore of 
Honey’s Tiger. 

Mrs. Ben F. Whitaker, who, with her late 
husband raced the crack My Request, a con¬ 
temporary of Citation, bred the Southern Mary¬ 
land winner. 

Flying Chief got the seven furlongs over 
a heavy track in 1:26 4/5, for which his owner 
was rewarded with $14,490. The purse brought 
the winner’s earnings to $75,732, gleaned 
through 72 starts, 12 wins, 13 seconds and 13 
thirds in five seasons of campaigning.

mare, Littlewhitelie, accounted for her second 
stakes win in as many starts this year when 
she won the Barbara Frietchie Handicap on 
March 8. The distaff race honors the memory 
°f a storied Frederick woman whose intrepidity 
w as described in Whittier’s poem. It is fitting 
then that an intrepid filly should flout her 
e lders in the Barbara Frietchie. 

Movitave (pronounced Move-a-tiv) runs 
best when restrained just off the pace and this 
strategy was followed in the Bowie race. 

Mrs. Virginia McKenney’s Honeynob broke 
first and set the pace for a quarter or so. Gay 
Warbler took over near the final bend and 


held sway until Movitave made her winning 
move in deep stretch. The Colonel Mike filly 
extended her lead to a length at the wire, her 
time being 1:13 3/5 over a fast track. Gay 
Warbler was second, and Derry, a daughter ot 
Doublrab, third. 

As a three-year-old meeting older mares, 
Movitave’s burden was 112 pounds (Jockey 
Nick Shuk was three pounds overweight). She 
carried from eight to 17 pounds more than 
any other starter by the scale. Undefeate 
this year in two starts, she previously had won 
the Miss Maryland Stakes. The Maryland-bred 
filly has won 8 of 15 outings, with 3 seconds 
and 2 thirds swelling her bankroll to s,5 , 

T Bowes Bond conditions Movitave. She 
has as her immediate objective the Prioress 
Stakes at Jamaica on April 9. 

Movitave, which last year was second in the 
Maryland Futurity and won the Pimlico 
Breeders Stakes (earning a 106-pound ratmg in 
the Experimental) is the property of Knoll- 
wood Stable, which is John T Sadler and 
Irwin Grinsfelder. It was at Sadlers 16-acre 
Ashleigh Farm, Cockeysville, that Movitave 
was foaled. Sadler formerly was associated 
with show horses. His son, John Jr., cam¬ 
paigned the good jumper Toots in t e s. 

Littlewhitelie, half-sister to the 1957 Con¬ 
nors Memorial winner, Balmacara, won two 
races in 44 starts, racing at two, three and five. 
Her only other foal to reach the races is the 
winner Brandy Fib, by Double Brandy. On 
March 6 Littlewhitelie foaled a filly by Double 
Brandy at J. Fred Colwill's Halcyon Farm and 
was scheduled to be returned to Colonel Mike,

ROUND ROBIN: The horses of Mrs. Ethel

practiced by Capistrano’s swallows which re¬ 
turn to their nesting place annually on March 
19, feast day of St. Joseph. 

In recent years, the Jacobs stable has reaped 
Bowie harvests with Joe Jones, Promised Land 
and Paper Tiger. Joe Jones, named for the 
Jacobs groom who rubbed Stymie, was at home 
nowhere more than he was at Bowie. A winner 
of over $360,000, he raced at Bowie recently 
under a $12,000 claiming tag. In that race, 
he was home first but was disqualified. 

Promised Land won the Governor’s Gold Cup 
at Bowie last year and concluded his three- 
year-old campaign by winning the Pimlico 
Special. In all, he triumphed in six stakes last 
year and in late November was considered as 
good a horse as there was in training in the 
East. He added the Campbell, March 29. 

Like Joe Jones, Paper Tiger is a son of 
Stymie and is a member of Jacobs’ "old guard.” 
Now seven years old, he had started twice at 
Bowie prior to the 41st running of the Bowie 
Handicap. He finished third to Pine Theme 
at five and a half furlongs (hardly his cup 
of tea) and won at seven furlongs from Kimr 
Challa and V.S.O.P. 

For the Bowie, the son of the ^Challenger 
II mare Ally Bal drew 115 pounds. He gave 
from one to 15 pounds to the eight that faced 
him. The Saratoga Handicap and Lincoln 
Special winner trailed his field for the early 
furlongs, started his run going into the far turn 
and drew clear to win by two lengths. His time 
for the mile and a sixteenth over a good track 
was 1:48. Jockey Howard Grant rode Mrs. 
Jacobs s horse which is trained by the owner’s 
husband, Hirsch. Credit for the Bowie win, 
however, must go to assistant trainer Frank 
White who conditioned the Bowie string while 
Jacobs had the main division of the stable in 
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California. Incidentally, the Bowie was the third 
stakes win in eleven days for the Jacobs horses. 
In California, Roscoe Maney won the Camino 
Real Handicap and Promised Land took the 
San Juan Capistrano. 

Paper Tiger has won stakes during his last 
four years at the races. In six seasons he has 
started 89 times, winning 17 races, finishing 
second 17 times and third 14 times. The 
$18,242 he received for the Bowie boosted his 
earnings to $297,797. 


Mr. Turf, runner-up in the Southern Mary¬ 
land, was second again in the Bowie. King 
Challa under Wayne Kendrick’s silks, was third.

every time but once. His most notable achieve¬ 
ment came in the $30,000-added Governor s 
Gold Cup on March 22, which marked Bowies 
second reopening. Mill River Stable s Wash¬ 
ington was supposed to be the one which 
couldn’t miss here, but the *Big Dipper colt 
appeared ill at ease on the sloppy track. He 
had aim on Deack Duncan from the far turn 
to the wire but couldn’t catch the dark bay 
gelding by *High Bandit—Sunday Love, by 
Sky Raider. The winner put Michore away early 
and was not all out in winning the seven-fur¬ 
long race by 3 Vl lengths. 

Pemberton, from the well-stocked barn of 
William Hal Bishop, was third, a length and 
a half behind Washington. The winner’s time 
on a sloppy track was a creditable 1:25 2/5. 

Mr. Kelly trains his own horse. Last May, 
Kelly claimed Deack Duncan from Shamrock 
Stable, whose owner, A. J. Rooney, bred the 
Gold Cup winner (in Maryland). 

Deack Duncan shows two wins and two 
seconds for his four starts, all at Bowie, this 
season. He completed his freshman season in 
early August at Monmouth Park. 

Jockey Lionel Lefebvre, who is best known 
in New England, and who once was known as 
the shortest soldier in the Canadian army, 
rode the winner. The Gold Cup brought Deack 
Duncan’s earnings to $30,092 and gains him 
recognition as a bargain claim. 

Deack Duncan rewarded his scattered back¬ 
ers $44.80 for each $2 ticket but his 21.40- 
to-1 odds made the Gold Cup victor seem like 
a l-to-5 shot alongside the winner of the 
fifth race on the same program.

I N referring to the month of March, some 
poet must have said, "This is the dam of 
Spring." A perfunctory search through Bart- 
Lett’s Quotations failed to uncover the expres¬ 
sion but you didn’t have to listen very hard to 
hear Marylanders employing it almost ver¬ 
batim. The only major change was the substitu¬ 
tion of "-dest” for "of.” 

March rushed in just in time to keep Febru¬ 
ary from taking 29 days, as it has been doing in 
75 per cent of the years since 1905 or ’6. Pos¬ 
sibly the month followed the same routine prior 
to those seasons, but that is as far back as I 
remember and I do not care to report hearsay. 

Bowie was the center of attention during 
March and turned up some pretty good racing 
despite the weather. 

This is another one of those months in which 
my notes are not very complete. The first thing 
1 find on my pad is: 

Mar. 14. Shoveled snow. 

Mar. 15. Addressed the Exchange Club of 
North Baltimore County at the Sheraton-Belve- 
dere. Subject: "I Like Racing Because—” with¬ 
out box tops. 

Mar. 19. Snow. 

Mar. 20. Spring was born at 10:40 p.m. 
Bowie closed because of snow. 

Mar. 22. Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie. 

Mar. 27. Took off for Florida Derby, accom¬ 
panied by Charlie Lamb of Baltimore News- 
Post. Insurance company bet me $50,000 to $2 
that I’d make the round trip. Could not turn 
down the odds. Arrived at Miami too late in 
day for the Thoroughbred sport. Discovered 
The Flat,” amazing fellow who selects four 
numbers per race, and if you play all combina¬ 
tions you will win almost all the quinielas, 
unless one of the greyhounds is dishonest. The 
trouble is that too many quinielas pay $9.80 
and $11.60 and numbers like that, and you have 
to put up $12 to play all "The Hat’s’ combina¬ 
tions. Won four quinielas and lost $4.70. 

Mar. 28. Witnessed the Gray Ghost Purse at 
Gulfstream. This is an annual, invented by Mr. 
Horace Wade, racing secretary, general man- 
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ager, etc., of the track. It is open, oddly enough, 
to gray horses only. One horse appeared to be 
a chestnut (and thus a ringer) but Mr. Wades 
announcer, Mr. J. Riggs, explained that the ani¬ 
mal was registered with The Jockey Club as a 
"roan,” which took the heat off the manage¬ 
ment and put it on The Jockey Club, which 
does not take cognizance. 

Mar. 29. Day of the Florida Derby. Mr. Don 
Reed in loudspeakering the glories of the Pa¬ 
rade of the States, a morning equine extrava¬ 
ganza, said, "It has become a traditional part 
of the Kentucky Derby celebration.” He cor¬ 
rected himself before Mr. Wade could throw 
him off the roof. 

Learned the main reason for the existence 
of the Suwanee Queen, Gulfstream s infield-lake 
river boat. It’s to bring back jockeys who fall 
off on the backstretch. Owen Headley, who had 
a mount in the juvenile race, became separated 
from his horse when pulling up after the run¬ 
ning. The inconsiderate animal galloped off and 
left his little master ’way out thar, half a mile 
from the jockeys’ quarters and no station wagon 
or outriders in sight. 

Young Mr. Headley strolled over to the lake 
and hailed the nearest boat, the Suwanee Queen, 
and was ferried dry-foot back to civilization. 

Thousands cheered the rescue. 

Saw Lincoln Road make the Florida Derby 
very interesting by forcing Tim Tam to run 
right down to the wire. 

Mar. 29. (Evening). Five more winning 
quinielas; deficit of $3.80. 

Mar. 30. Small craft warnings out. Miami 
airport jammed to bursting. Ceiling lowering. 
Tropical storm raging. Airplanes stacked up 
above. Plane stalled around for two hours be¬ 
fore taking off. Crew removed one stowaway, 
and plane cruised over lake-like airport to take¬ 
off spot. Chances of collecting the 50 G s 
seemed to be improving. Ship took off without 
mishap and made run to Washington with only 
a bit of bouncing around. Run from Washing¬ 
ton to Baltimore also uneventful. 

So I lost the two dollars. Will continue to 
make these bets, though, so long as the insur¬ 
ance companies continue giving 25,000 to 1.

Maryland Derby Added 

Laurels spring race meet which opened 
March 31 got an added stakes starter with the 
announcement that the first running of the 
Maryland Derby will be held on Saturday, 
May 3, closing day. 

The purse will be $15,000 added, the dis¬ 
tance a mile and a sixteenth, and the entrants 
limited to Maryland-bred colts, geldings and 
fillies. Deadline for nominations is April 15. 

Announcement of the newest addition to 
Maryland’s array of stakes races was made 
jointly by John D. Schapiro, Laurel president, 
and John P. Pons, president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association. 

The Maryland Derby, suggested by the 
breeders, received the approval of the Laurel 
management and the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission. 

It is a stake which should prove a boon to 
the Maryland horse-breeding industry and 
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should meet with the success enjoyed by the 
California Breeders’ Champion Stakes at Santa 
Anita, a similar type race. 

The California race, also, is for home-bred 
three-year-olds at a mile and a sixteenth. It 
was won this year by Old Pueblo, which beat 
Silky Sullivan a neck. 

The addition of the Maryland Derby brings 
to seven the number of stakes to be run during 
the 29 afternoons of racing at Laurel this 
spring. 

With the presentation of the Maryland 
Derby, Laurel becomes the only state track to 
present home-bred races for both two and 
three-year-olds. It has held the Maryland 
Futurity, for state-foaled juveniles, since 1931 - 

The programming of the new race for Satur¬ 
day, May 3, provides an extra dividend for 
the racing public. Already scheduled for the 
same afternoon is the $10,000-added Laurel 
Spring Turf Handicap, a mile and a sixteenth 
grass race for older horses. 

Highlights of the Laurel meet are the Chesa¬ 
peake Stakes on April 19 and the Laurel Handi¬ 
cap on April 26. 

Christmas In Carolina 

J. Yancey Christmas, of the Upper Marlboro 
Christmases, wintered four horses at Aiken, 
S. C. He has the seven-year-old gelding Chilog 
and three two-year-olds. 

The juveniles are a filly by Alorter, out of 
Howl, and colts by Case Ace—Heater, and 
Buy and Sell—Sweet Gwen.

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Vanderbilt Will Race Thirty 

The name Alfred Vanderbilt, long synony¬ 
mous with Thoroughbred racing, has not ap¬ 
peared often on racing programs during the 
last two years, but will be much in evidence 
during the coming season. 

On May 21, 1956 Vanderbilt disposed of 
33 horses in training, retaining five of his 
older campaigners, Social Outcast, Find, Crash 
Dive, First Glance and Beachcomber. At that 
time he stated that pressure of business, neces¬ 
sitating frequent trips abroad in connection 
with the World Veterans’ Organization, 
prompted his decision but that he would re¬ 
sume a large scale operation when the situation 
cased and he would be able to devote more 
time to his racing interests. 

Present plans call for a string of about 30 to 
be campaigned. Trainer Bill Winfrey had 16 
horses racing at Santa Anita and has added 
14 that were prepared at Sagamore Farm 
under Ralph Kercheval. 

Of the five horses Vanderbilt retained, only 
Find and Crash Dive are still racing for him. 
Social Outcast has been retired, First Glance 
was claimed and Beachcomber was sold. 

The 1958 stable will be composed pre¬ 
dominantly of two-year-olds, 18 of them being 


slated to start their racing careers this year. 
The stable will include nine or ten three-year- 
olds, most of them unraced. 

Interest in the "new” stable will center in 
the two colts and three fillies of Native Dancer s 
first crop of racing age. Vanderbilt selected 
his best mares to breed to his great gray 
champion that won 21 of his 22 starts, the 
only defeat coming in the 1953 Kentucky 
Derby when he finished second to Dark Star. 

Besides the five Native Dancers, Vanderbilt 
has a pair of two-year-olds by Polynesian, two 
by Count Fleet, one each by Tom Fool, Grand 
Slam, Occupy, Citation, * Mahmoud, Roman, 
Stone Age, Loser Weeper and Shut Out. n- 
cluded among his three-year-olds is Mysterious 
East, an unraced full sister to Native Dancer. 

Vanderbilt has a flair for selecting distinc¬ 
tive names for his horses and his choices for the 
two-year-olds, recently released by the Jockey 
Club, follows’his usual pattern of typing in the 
sire’s name or that of the dam. His Native 
Dancers are aptly named. They are Missionary 
Stew, a filly out of Buffet Supper; Native 
Quarter, out of When in Rome; Native Talent 
out of Next Move; Dance All Night, out of 
Plucky Maid and Sit This Out, from Sitting 
Duck. Other two-year-olds with well-chosen 
names are Hit and Run, by Grand Slam-

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The Condition Book 

Among the most prolific of authors are the 
facing secretaries at the various racetracks in 
^is country. Although their books never reach 
r he best-seller lists, they are avidly read by 
horsemen everywhere. 

Basically, the job of writing the book is the 
same for Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe of New 
Tork and Harvey Foster of Albuquerque. 

To the layman, these books would fall in the 
ffiystery class. To a horseman, the condition 
hook is the "bible” of the profession. From 
lt > a trainer learns what races fit the horses in 
his stable. 

The condition book usually covers a ten-day 
facing period and includes the schedule of races, 
<? a y by day, listing the class of horses eligible 
for each event. 

In writing the book, the racing secretary 
J2 Ust be familiar with the material on hand, 
hk must know how many horses he can draw 
i°f a particular type of race. He classifies avail- 
a hle material as maiden, claiming, allowance 
a nd stakes. Each of these classes, in turn, is 
broken down again. The maidens fall into age 
a nd sex groups, and claimers by the valuation 
determined by the owners. Allowance events 
are governed either by earnings or races won; 
an d stakes include the higher-class horses which 
are named in advance for races and in which 
assigned weights are usually carried. 

These classifications are fundamentally based 
° n a horse’s ability. A horse makes its debut 
as a two-year-old in a maiden race. If it wins, 
J ts owner moves it into the allowance class, 
f the young horse loses, the owner may decide 

put it in a claiming race at a stated price. 
This means that any owner who has started a 
borse at the meeting can claim the horse by 
depositing the stated price 15 minutes before 
f be running of the event. 

The majority of races fall in the chiming 
Ossification, ranging as high as $20,000 in 
s nme cases to as low as $1,000 at small tracks. 
The claiming price is the value of the horse 
as estimated by his owner. Races are written 
at a stipulated price which in effect grades the 
en tries and prevents an owner from nutting a 
v aluable horse into a cheap race in order to win 
a quick purse. 

Allowance races are usually made up of 
horses which already have won. Conditions, 
however, vary greatly in this class. Working 
from a base weight, concessions are mven for 
fewer wins (perhaps since a given date) and 
for lower earnings.

classes but, basically, all require subscription 
fees and close well in advance of their running- 
To these fees the track adds amounts ranging 
from zero, as in the Saratoga Special, up to the 
$125,000 "added money” of the Kentucky 
Derby. Any owner may nominate for a stakes 
if his horse is eligible under the age or sex 
conditions. Handicaps, most of them for horses 
three years old and up, are drawn up by the 
secretary. In these races he assigns weights i n 
an effort to bring the fields even. 

In order to write a book equitable for all, the 
racing secretary constantly must be aware of 
the condition of the horses available. He keeps 
track of injuries and the various sicknesses 
which plague the Thoroughbred. He must plan 
his races ten days to two weeks in advance so 
that the horsemen, in turn, may plan programs 
in advance for their horses. 

In addition, the secretary must be aware or 
the horses campaigning in areas other than 
his own in the event that he might attract them 
by writing a particular race in which they 
would fit.—TRA.

Six hundred eighty-one yearlings, including 
offspring of nine of the ten leading stallions 
on the 1957 general sire list, have been entered 
for the Keeneland Summer Sale of Yearlings, 
to be conducted July 21 to 24 by the Breeders 
Sales Company. 

Now that the deadline for nominations has 
passed, sales company officials will begin the 
task of evaluating the entries. With quality 
dictating, 400 horses are to be catalogued. 

Of last year’s ten leading sires, only fifth- 
ranked Bull Lea is without representation. 

*Princequillo, the 1957 leader, had eight of 
his get named for the auction; *Nasrullah, 
leading sire in 1955 and 1956 and second last 
year, had seven sons and daughters entered. 

Other 1957 leaders and the number of off¬ 
spring nominated for the July vendue include: 
*Alibhai, seven; Olympia, seven; *Royal 
Charger, eight; * Heliopolis, leading sire in 
1950 and 1954, six; *Khaled, one; Polynesian, 
three; and Roman, six.

Five World Records in '57 

The year 1957 proved to be a speedy one on 
the racetrack with five world records being beat¬ 
en and two tied. In addition, a new American 
mark also was written into the record book. 

The five world marks were established at as 
many tracks—Turf Paradise, Gulfstream, Holly¬ 
wood Park, Golden Gate Fields and Garden 
State Park. Gulfstream also accounted for the 
two tied standards. The American mark was 
made at Belmont Park. 

Federal Hill started off the clock'-breaking per¬ 
formances on March 25 at Gulfstream, blazing 
61/2 furlongs in 1:15, shaving two-fifths of a 
second off Mr. Favor’s time, set January 15, 1956 
at Turf Paradise. Federal Hill, a three-year-old, 
carried 122 pounds. On March 30, Beau Madi¬ 
son, a two-year-old colt, carrying 120 pounds, 
sped four furlongs at Turf Paradise in 45 sec¬ 
onds, beating by one-fifth of a second the mark 
set by Manzanero at the Hipodromo de las 
Americas on February 5, 1954. 

The great Swaps relinquished one of his five 
world records on May 4, 1957 when the four- 
year-old Tellarian, carrying 110, covered a mile 
and 70 yards in 1:39 2/5 at Garden State Park. 
Swaps’ old mark of 1:39 3/5 was set at Gulf- 
stream Park on April 14, 1956. 

The old 5 V 2 -furlong mark went into the dis¬ 
card on June 13 at Hollywood Park when Porter¬ 
house, a six-year-old, carrying 125 pounds, ran 
the distance in 1:02 2/5, bettering by four-fifths 
a mark first set in 1944 by Nance’s Ace at 
Tropical Park, and equaled by Bold Bazooka at 
Hollywood Park in 1955 and again by Decathlon 
at Tropical in 1956. 

The fifth mark to go by the boards was the 
six-furlong record of 1:08 1/5 set by Bolero at 
Golden Gate Fields in 1950. Dumpty Humpty, 
a four-year-old, carrying 115, sped over the same 
track in 1:08 flat on November 2. 

Gulfstream was the scene of the record-tying 1 
performances. On April 9, Bolero U, a two-year- 
old, equaled Saggy’s mark of :51 4/5 for four- 
and-a-half furlongs while toting 116 pounds. 

On March 30, in the Florida Derby, Gen. Duke 
equaled the mile-and-an-eighth standard of 1:46 
4/5, carrying 122 pounds in the test for three- . 
year-olds. The record was originally set in 1950 
by *Noor at Golden Gate Fields and equaled 
by Alidon in 1955 at Hollywood Park and again 
at the same track by Swaps in 1956. 

The new American mark of 2:26 3/5 was 
set by # Gallant Man in the Belmont Stakes at 
Belmont Park on June 15, supplanting the mile- 
and-a-half record of 2:27 3/5 established at the I 
same track by Bolingbroke in 1942.
